Lewis  C.  Hanson  moved  and  Aaron  Smith  seconded  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.  The  sum 
being  $109,244.11.  This  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  3.  Robert  E.  Heath  moved  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
$58,925.00  for  the  maintenance  of  Town  Highways  and 
Bridges,  including  sidewalks,  dead  tree  removal  and 
Docks  and  Fountain  which  includes  up  to  $1,200.00 
for  the  purpose  of  installing  boat  pump-out  facilities 
at  the  Town  Docks  in  the  village  prior  to  the  1980 
boating  season,  being  June  1,  1980.  This  was  seconded 
by  Ronald  Ulm  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  4.  Lewis  C.  Hanson  moved  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4,000.00  for  the  improvement  of  Centre  Harbor 
Neck  Road.  (Highway  Subsidy  Funds  to  be  used  for 
this  purpose.)  Christopher  Williams  seconded  this 
motion  and  the  vote  was  affirmative. 

Article  5.  John  Merrill  moved  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $7,500.00  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Centre  Harbor  Fire  Department,  and  to  authorize 
the  Centre  Harbor  Volunteer  Firemen's  Association 
to  expend  said  sum  for  the  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  Centre  Harbor  Fire  Department,  the  amount  of 
$4,000.00  to  be  paid  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust 
Fund,  the  balance  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  This  was 
seconded  by  Charles  Haines  and  the  motion  was  voted 
in  the  affirmative. 

Article  6.  Aaron  Smith  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $14,890.00  for  the  operation 
of  the  Police  Department.  ($2,700.00  to  be  paid 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund  and  the  balance 
of  $12,190.00  to  be  raised  by  taxes.)  This  motion 
was  seconded  by  Bess  Hanson  and  it  was  then  voted 
in  the  affirmative. 

Article  7.  Robert  Beem  moved  to  split  this  Article  and  consider 
the  second  part  of  the  Article  first:  To  consider 
adoption  of  a  paid  recreation  director.  Ronald  Ulm 
seconded  this  motion  and  the  vote  was  affirmative. 
Robert  Beem  moved  the  Town  hire  a  paid  recreation 
director.  This  was  seconded  by  Robert  Heath.  After 
a  great  deal  of  discussion,  questions,  answers  and 
comments,  the  vote  was  affirmative.  A  motion  by 
Rawson  Wood  that  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  be  added  to 
the  first  section  of  this  Article  was  seconded  by 
Julian  Shlager.  A  general  feeling  that  $3,000.00 
was  excessive  was  voiced.  With  the  consent  of  Rawson 
Wood  and  Julian  Shlager,  John  Desmond  moved  the  sum 
of  up  to  $3,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  payment 


of  the  recreational  director,  the  exact  payments  not  to 
exceed  $3,000.00  and  to  be  determined  by  the  director 
and  the  Selectmen  for  a  Parks  and  Recreation  program. 
This  was  voted  in  the  affirmative.  Robert  Beem  then 
moved  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,375.00  for  Parks  and  Recreation  to  include  Band 
Concerts,  Holiday  Celebrations,  Life  Guards  and  a  paid 
director.  $390.00  to  be  paid  from  Antirecession  Funds, 
the  balance  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  This  was  seconded 
by  Bess  Hanson  and  then  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  8.  On  motion  of  Lewis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Dennis  Parshley, 
the  Town  voted  in  favor  of  appropriating  the  sum  of 
$5,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  providing  ambulance  service 
to  the  Town.  To  be  paid  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust 
Fund. 

Article  9.  On  motion  of  John  Desmond  and  seconded  by  William  Taylor, 
the  Town  voted  in  favor  of  raising  and  appropriating 
the  sum  of  $4,400.00  for  the  operation  of  the  library. 

Article  10.  On  motion  of  John  Merrill  and  seconded  by  Bess  Hanson, 
the  Town  voted  in  favor  of  raising  and  appropriating 
the  sum  of  $825.00  as  Centre  Harbor's  share  of  the 
Meredith  Incinerator  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  11.  On  motion  of  Lewis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Aaron  Smith, 
the  Town  voted  in  favor  of  raising  and  appropriating 
the  sum  of  $4,500.00  for  Welfare  and  Town  Poor. 

Article  12.  Robert  Beem  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and 

appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,600.00  for  the  revitalization 
of  the  old  Centre  Harbor  Town  Records.  Bess  Hanson 
seconded  the  motion  and  it  was  then  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  13.  Lewis  Hanson  moved  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the 

Selectmen  grant  a  non-exclusive  franchise  to  a  cable 
television  organization.  This  was  seconded  by  Aaron 
Smith  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  14.  On  motion  of  Robert  Beem  and  seconded  by  Aaron  Smith, 
the  Town  voted  in  favor  of  advising  the  Selectmen  to 
accept  Overlook  Drive  in  the  Keewaydin  Subdivision 
adjacent  to  Route  3. 

Article  15.  Robert  Heath  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  retain  the 
spelling  of  the  Town  as  CENTRE  HARBOR  and  direct  the 
Selectmen  to  take  whatever  steps  necessary  to  coordinate 
the  use  of  that  as  one  consistent,  official,  legal 
spelling  of  the  Town's  name  at  all  levels  of  government 
(local,  county  and  state).  This  was  seconded  by  Aaron 
Smith.  Doris  Morris  then  made  an  amendment  that  a 
committee  be  made  at  this  time  to  further  investigate 
and  rule  on  the  spelling  and  that  a  public  hearing  be 


It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned, 
and  it  was  voted  affirmatively.

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INTER-LAKES  DAY  CARE  CENTER 
AND  NURSERY  SCHOOL 

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWNS 


This  year  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  your  Day  Care  Center. 
During  the  last  twelve  months  129  children  were  served  from  101 
families  from  seven  towns  in  the  Inter-Lakes  region.  Operating 
on  a  year-round  basis  from  6:30  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.  the  Day  Care 
Center  has  made  it  possible  for  the  parents  of  115  children  to  main- 
tain employment  bringing  into  the  community  a  combined  income  of 
well  over  a  million  dollars!  As  a  private,  non-profit  agency 
governed  by  a  volunteer  Board  of  Directors  consisting  of  parents 
and  interested  people  from  the  community,  the  Center  operates  a 
comprehensive  preschool  program  for  three  to  six  year  olds,  and 
before  and  after  school  program  for  children  of  elementary  school 
age.  In  providing  for  social,  emotional,  physical,  and  educa- 
tional development  a  full  range  of  services  is  offered  including 
education,  health  care,  vision  and  hearing  screening,  immuniza- 
tions, dental  care,  nutrition,  and  information  and  referral.  As 
a  participant  in  the  New  Hampshire  Child  Care  Food  Program  spon- 
sored by  USDA  hot  lunches,  breakfasts,  and  snacks  are  served 
daily.  During  the  last  year  7553  lunches,  1934  breakfasts  and 
15,539  snacks  were  served. 

The  total  budget  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Day  Care  Center  for  1981 
is  $116,410.79.  Of  this  we  will  be  receiving  in  tuition  paid  by 
parents  $46,060.41,  $21,703.88  from  N.H.  Child  Care  Food 
Program  (USDA),  and  $5,692.60  from  CETA.  This  also  includes 
the  following:  $42,954.00  of  which  $24,668.00  is  TitleXX,  $8,436.00 
from  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children,  and  $9,850.00  which 
must  be  obtained  in  local  funding  in  order  to  receive  the  federal 
amount.  The  money  we  receive  from  the  towns  that  we  serve  is 
matched  three  times  by  the  federal  government. 

Area  residents  are  always  invited  to  visit  the  Inter-Lakes  Day 
Care  Center  and  Nursery  School  at  11  Lang  Street  in  Meredith.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
Town  of  Centre  Harbor 


Throughout  1980  it  was  evident  to  us  that  the  state  of  the 
national  economy  was  affecting  Centre  Harbor.  The  number  of  sub- 
divisions presented  and  passed  diminshed  noticeably  compared  to  the 
past  few  years  as  did  the  number  of  building  permits  reviewed.  The 
reduction  of  subdivision  activity  to  only  six  presented  and  five 
approved  enabled  the  Board  to  begin  catching  up  on  work  that  had 
been  postponed. 

Two  related  matters  received  top  priority  in  1980:  final  tabu- 
lation and  publication  of  the  results  of  the  Community  Survey  and 
the  selection  of  an  organization  or  individual  to  develop  a  master 
plan.  The  first  was  completed  by  Joan  Taylor,  the  Board's  Clerk, 
and  then  distributed  to  the  newspapers  in  the  region. 

The  responses  of  those  completing  the  Survey  held  few  surprises 
for  the  members  of  the  Board,  yet  they  furnish  the  sort  of  specific 
data  necessary  for  making  decisions  on  the  future  of  the  Town.  Sev- 
eral points  were  clear  as  to  what  residents  desired.  Most  Dref erred 
the  rural  atmosphere  of  Centre  Harbor  and  wish  to  see  the  Town  re- 
tain the  kind  of  character  it  now  exhibits.  A  strong  minority  fa- 
vored more  agricultural  and  forest  activity.  The  negative  features 
drawing  the  most  comment  were:  lack  of  adequate  employment  oppor- 
tunities, inadequate  shopping  facilities,  too  high  taxes,  insuf- 
ficient entertainment,  and  schools  that  did  not  meet  the  standards 
of  the  respondents.  For  the  future  the  choice  indicated  was  one  of 
slight  growth.  Supporting  such  a  choice  was  strong  opposition  to 
strip  development  and  limiting  the  number  of  building  permits  issued 
each  year.  Additional  preferences  of  this  type  were  those  favoring 
the  protection  of  existing  agricultural  lands,  protection  of  dis- 
tinctive architectural  and  historic  structures  and  districts,  and 
no  multi-family  or  low/moderate  income  housing. 

Looking  to  the  future,  those  answering  the  questionnaire  indi- 
cated that  home  based  occupations,  small  craft  industries,  and  pro- 
fessional offices  were  acceptable.  This  reinforces  the  sentiment  of 
keeping  the  community  as  much  as  possible  as  it  now  is.  The  existing 
zones  designated  in  the  zoning  ordinances  were  seen  as  adeauate.  As 
it  works  with  the  planner  in  developing  a  master  plan,  the  Board  will 
rely  heavily  on  such  preferences.  The  survey  indicates  how  much 
change  has  occurred  in  the  Town  during  the  last  decade.  For  example, 
thirty-four  percent  of  the  respondents  have  lived  here  less  than  six 
years,  only  six  percent  were  natives,  and  nineteen  percent  have  lived 
in  Centre  Harbor  more  than  twenty-five  years.  Clearly  this  Town  re- 
flects the  kind  of  growth  that  has  been  occurring  throughout  the 
southern  half  of  New  Hampshire. 

Our  second  priority  was  moving  ahead  on  the  master  plan.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Board  was  drawing  up  specifications  for  the 
master  plan  which  are  to  be  sent  out  for  bid.  The  Board  will  be  re- 
questing an  appropriation  for  the  master  plan  based  on  the  bid  of 
the  planner-consultant  selected.  The  Town  was  most  fortunate  in  i980 
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to  receive  a  second  $2000  grant  from  the  Arwood  Foundation  to  assist 
us  in  developing  a  master  plan.  The  Board  is  most  grateful  to  the 
Arwood  Foundation  for  its  continued  support  of  Centre  Harbor  plan- 
ning activities. 

As  readers  of  this  report  will  note,  the  Planning  Board  has 
spent  a  great  amount  of  time  on  the  preliminary  work  for  the  master 
plan.  New  Hampshire  court  decisions  and  legislative  actions  mandate 
that  towns  must  have  such  plans  which  provide  a  rationale  for  de- 
cisions of  the  voters  and  town  officials.  Decisions  that  lack  any 
foundation  other  than  community  sentiment  will  likely  be  overturned 
if  challenged  by  legal  action.  Thus,  the  Board  is  convinced  that 
Centre  Harbor  needs  a  current  master  plan  that  can  reflect  and  aid 
the  implementation  of  the  attitudes  expressed  in  the  Community  Sur- 
vey. We  hope  the  voters  will  concur  in  this. 

At  the  March  1980  Town  Meeting  voters  approved  the  proposal  to 
permit  the  conversion  of  certain  existing  structures  to  multi- 
family  dwellings  and  a  150-foot  minimum  for  shorefront  lots.  De- 
signed to  make  possible  the  continued  use  of  large  residential  struc- 
tures in  a  period  of  high  energy  costs,  the  former  should  not  cause 
any  dramatic  increase  in  the  number  of  multi-family  dwellings.  The 
150-foot  minimum  shorefront  lot  brings  the  Town  into  conformity  with 
most  other  communities  in  the  region. 

In  1980  one  of  the  Board's  veteran  members  stepped  down  because 
he  moved  out  of  Centre  Harbor.  R.  Leigh  Ulm  had  the  respect  of  the 
Board  for  his  strongly  held  views  which  often  provided  an  alternative 
perspective  so  necessary  in  the  kind  of  work  done  by  the  Planning 
Board.  We  thank  Mr.  Ulm  for  his  work  on  behalf  of  the  Town  and  wish 
him  well.  Also  resigning  was  alternate  member  Marshall  Sargent. 
New  members  appointed  during  1980  are  Harold  Bernt,  Richard  Cabell, 
Lee  Mattson,  and  Julian  Shlager. 

In  1981  the  Planning  Board  will  be  moving  ahead  on  the  master 
plan  and  seeking  the  assistance  of  many  town  residents  in  this  ef- 
fort. No  comprehensive  planning  effort  can  succeed  without  community 
involvement  and  endorsement  and  we  sincerely  hope  you  will  commit 
yourselves  to  one  or  both. 

During  the  last  part  of  1980  the  Board  agreed  to  seek  some 
changes  in  the  zoning  ordinances  relating  to  building  permits. 
Intended  to  clarify  the  process,  the  Board  believes  that,  if  ap- 
proved, these  changes  will  enable  the  Selectmen  to  monitor  better 
the  status  of  construction  activity  in  Centre  Harbor. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
for  their  dedication  and  hard  work  during  the  year.  One  of  the  best 
aspects  of  the  role  of  chairman  is  having  such  an  outstanding  group 
of  individuals  with  which  to  work. 
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During  the  coming  year  we  hope  that  we  shall  have  your  support, 
especially  as  we  work  on  the  master  plan.  The  Board  meets  on  the 
first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month  and  welcomes  all  residents 
and  taxpayers  to  these  meetings.

Centre  Harbor 


The  thirty  community  members  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission  have  been  strongly  committed  to  using  a  regional  plan- 
ning agency,  both  for  consultation  and  as  a  vehicle  of  inter-local 
cooperation.  In  1980,  two-thirds  of  the  LRPC  budget  came  from 
those  towns,  both  in  the  form  of  dues  and  contracts.

Met  to  discuss  Master  Plan. 

Reviewed  Community  Survey  design  and  recommended 
distribution  strategy. 

Advised  on  Tax  Mapping  procedures. 

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  has  been  increasing  its 
emphasis  on  economic  development.  It  is  aware  that  good  land  use 
decisions  are  most  likely  in  a  climate  of  economic  well-being. 

The  continued  active  membership  in  the  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission  is  important  to  Centre  Harbor  and  to  the  region. 
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COMMUNITY  ACTION  PROGRAM 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Meredith  Area  Community  Action  Program  has  continued  to 
provide  comprehensive  human  services  to  your  community  during  1980. 
In  fact,  services  delivered  to  the  Town  of  Centre  Harbor  in  the 
past  year  have  increased  by  100%  over  1979.  We  are  constantly  up- 
grading our  programs  to  better  serve  the  needs  of  low-income  and 
elderly  families  in  Centre  Harbor. 

Listed  below  are  some  of  the  services  that  the  Community  Action 
Program  offers  to  the  residents  of  Centre  Harbor. 

INFORMATION  AND  REFERRAL 

This  service  provides  information,  referral,  and  counseling 
in  the  areas  of  social  services,  employment,  child  care,  consumer 
education,  nutrition,  health,  housing,  and  energy,  among  others. 

ENERGY  CRISIS  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM 

This  program  is  designed  to  aid  families  who  are  unable  to 
keep  up  with  the  rapidly  increasing  costs  of  energy.  During  1980, 
it  provided  up  to  $400  per  family  for  payment  of  fuel  bills,  ob- 
taining fuel,  or  providing  food  and  clothing  for  those  families 
whose  money  was  spent  on  the  high  cost  of  energy. 

WEATHERIZATION 

Through  this  program,  eligible  households  receive  the  services 
of  trained  work  crews,  as  well  as  materials,  to  "tighten  up"  their 
houses  and  increase  energy  efficiency. 

ELDERLY  NUTRITION  PROGRAM 

In  addition  to  the  Meals-on-Wheels  and  Congregate  Meals  services, 
the  Elderly  Nutrition  Program  also  provides  Senior  Citizens  with  in- 
formation and  referral,  counseling,  health  and  nutrition  education 
and  recreation. 

RURAL  TRANSPORTATION  SERVICE 

The  Belknap  County  Rural  Transportation  Service  is  designed 
to  help  elderly  and  low-income  persons  in  need  of  transportation 
to  medical  and  dental  appointments,  shopping,  Senior  Citizen 
activities,  and  other  errands.  The  Meredith  C.A.P.  bus  provides 
round-trip  service  from  Meredith  to  Laconia  on  a  regularly 
scheduled  basis. 

FAMILY  PLANNING 

Provide  individuals  and  families  with  counseling  and  educa- 
tional services,  as  well  as  medical  care,  including  V.D.  and 
pregnancy  testing.  These  services  are  available  to  all,  with  low 
and  moderate  income  households  receiving  the  services  free  of 
charge  and  others  being  asked  for  a  donation  to  assist  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  program. 
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WIC  (Women,  Infants,  and  Children  Supplemental  Food  Program) 

Eligible  families,  where  a  woman  is  pregnant  or  there  are 
children  under  the  age  of  five,  receive  health  and  nutritional 
counseling  by  a  Registered  Nurse  and  a  Certified  Nutritionist. 
If  a  woman  or  child  is  found  to  be  at  a  nutritional  risk,  the 
family  receives  vouchers  for  specific  foods  to  supplement  the 
family  diet.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
and  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 


Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good 
Business.  Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  asso- 
ciation with  Smokey  Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a 
national  effort  to  check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a 
half  century  before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature 
established  our  first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date, 
the  State  has  appointed  a  town/city  forest  fire  warden  who  is 
responsible  for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the 
ground  must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden 
before  being  kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by 
the  warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.  The 
cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  the  town/city  and 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention  and 
forest  fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire 
program  has  given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire 
records  in  the  United  States.

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TOWN  HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 


Squam  Lake  in  Centre  Harbor  was  the  locale  for  the  filming  of 
of  the  full-length  feature  film  "On  Golden  Pond"  during  the  summer 
of  1980.  Starring  in  the  film  were  Oscar  award  winners  Katherine 
Hepburn,  Henry  Fonda  and  his  daughter  Jane  with  other  members  of 
the  Fonda  family.  Also  having  major  roles  were  William  Lanteau, 
Dabney  Coleman,  Doug  McKeon  and  Charlie  Martin,  the  postman  who  de- 
livers mail  around  the  lake  by  boat.  There  were  approximately  seventy- 
five  for  cast  and  crew.  The  Director  was  Mark  Rydell . 

Before  the  filming  began  on  July  21,  1980  extensive  remodeling 
was  done  on  the  one-story  privately  owned  cottage  located  in  a 
heavily  shaded  cove  on  the  shore  of  Squam  Lake  on  Centre  Harbor  Neck. 
It  was  probably  a  place  Ernest  Thompson  had  in  mind  when  he  wrote  the 
stage  play.  The  roof  was  raised  and  made  into  a  two-story  true  Vic- 
torian style  home  and  was  leased  for  the  summer  as  the  owner  did  not 
plan  to  use  it. 

The  cottage  was  used  for  most  of  the  film's  major  scenes  and 
includes  some  off-stage  action  on  Squam  Lake  both  in  Centre  Harbor 
and  Holderness. 

In  this  small  town  with  a  population  of  approximately  eight 
hundred,  many  residents  met  the  stars  while  local  services  provided 
lodging,  purchases,  rentals  and  hiring  of  personnel.  All  were  pleased 
that  after  looking  at  various  cottages  on  the  lake,  this  was  their 
final  decision. 

This  brought  to  mind  the  following  excerpt  from  "Legend  of  the 
Lake"  written  long  ago  by  John  Greenleaf  Whittier: 

Should  you  go  to  Centre  Harbor 
As  haply  you  sometime  may, 
Sailing  up  the  Winnipesaukee 
From  the  hills  of  Alton  Bay, 

To  the  little  hamlet  lying 
White  in  its  mountain  fold. 
Asleep  by  the  lake  and  dreaming 
A  dream  that  is  never  told. 

In  contrast  increasing  activity  brought  a  very  busy  season  to 
Centre  Harbor  and  the  Lakes  Region.  Estimates  show  that  New  England 
tourism  is  up  20  -  25  percent  over  last  year. 

The  film  capturing  the  beauty  of  the  Lake  and  surrounding  area 
was  completed  on  September  23  is  expected  to  be  released  in  the  fall 
of  1981.  This  is  a  movie  that  all  the  family  may  enjoy. 

The  Fondas  and  Miss  Hepburn  found  the  residents  friendly,  coopera- 
tive and  very  helpful,  and  express  appreciation  to  all  for  respecting 
their  privacy.
